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(Continued Fron From Page 5 
cover prohibition agent in Rich- 
mond on. the night of April 12 
as one of the most cold-blooded 
murders ‘ever’ committed in Con-\ 
tra GOsta county, Deputy District 
Attorney. James. F. Hoey, in ex- 
amining- prospective jurors, in- 
tunated this morning that he 
would, ask ‘the death penalty for 
Joe Agrella, Joe Cambra, Homer 
Lusk and Stanley Czekiel, alleg- 
ed slayers ‘of Mamola. 

Mamola was shot down and 
mortally,° wounded in a dispute 
with Agrella after he had been 
forced to stop his car against a 
street curb in Richmond ‘by Ag- 
rella and his confederates, who 
had followed him to Richmond 
from.an Oakland dance hall. The 
Agrella-Mamola feud dated back 
several. months to the time that 
Mamola was instrumental in ob- 
taining information as to bootleg- 
ging activities of Agrella and his 
brother Jack, a | former prize 
fighter,'on the strength of which 
the Agrellas were “knocked over”, 
fined “and their resort in east 
Oakland closed under abatement 
proceedings. 

Seeing Mamola in an Oakland 
dance hall, Agrella, Lusk, Cambra 
and Czekiel followed him to the 
street and in another car pursued 
him to a dark, © little-traveled 
street in Richmond. That Agrella 
was the ring-leader in the killing, 
although aided bythe other three 
ag confederates, and that he was 
ott to “get” Mamola to avenge 
the latter’s raids on the Agrella 
bOotlegging joint, is the theory 
and contention of the prosecution. 

- Fhe four defendants, being tried 
jointly undér one indictment, are 
repregented at the trial by Leo 
Sullivan of Oakland, recently dis- 
Charged from the hospital follow- 
ing an operation for. appendicitis. 
While confined in the county jail 
here Czekiel.was stricken with ap- 
pendicitis and operated upon at 
the .Martinez hospital. 

Sixty talesmen and. women have 
been summoned for “jury duty in 
this trial which is expected to be 
one cf the most sensational in 
many years and at which the 
operations of an east bay boot- 
legging ring may be revealed.
